1. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The closest prior art, Muromachi et al. (USPN 5,336,565), discloses an 
automotive window glass having a glass substrate, a layer of transparent resin, a layer 
of a heat-ray intercepting film, and another layer of glass. Although the reference 
teaches metal oxynitride layers, it does not seem to teach metal nitride or metal alloy 
nitride layers. Further, the layers used in the reference do not provide a nickel 
appearance to the article, since transparent layers are required. The polymer layers 
used in the reference also do not encompass epoxy urethane materials. Therefore, it is 
the examiner's position that the claimed articles provide a novel and unobvious step 
over the prior art.
